10. They wanted to commit the crucifixion, but did not want to 

bear the consequence, reeult of it. 

11. How often criminals, through the yaare, have tried to escape 

the consequence of their wrongs without indicating any 
change of heart toward the evil they had done. 


There are selfish members found in local congregations, who 
are often much distr eased by sermons on giving. 

They are not alarmed at their own selfishness, or the lack of 
work the congregation can do because of their failure to 
give, BUT they are angered at having conscience pricked. 
Hot grieved over shortcomings, but grieved when pointed out._

(And in many casea, either will seek to remove the annoyance, 
or run off and pout, and quit attending, etc.) 


Others get angry because of teaching which points out the 
error of ABSENTEEISM from public worship.
